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REMARKS 

The Claims have been restricted to 14 groups each representing a patentably distinct 
species as set forth in the Office Action at hand. The claims of Group VII (Claims 2, 4, 20, 39- 
47, 72-73, 75, 91 and 111-119) drawn to the display of interactive image of a human body and 
generic claims 1, 18-19, 67, 71, 89-90 and 137-141 are hereby elected, without traverse, for 
prosecution. Applicant reserves the right to file a continuing application or take such other 
appropriate action as deemed necessary to protect the non-elected inventions. Applicant does not 
hereby abandon or waive any rights in the non-elected inventions. 

Responsive to the requirement for an election of species, Applicants hereby elect as the 
species, for prosecution on the merits, the graphical user interface (i) with an image of a body 
from which a user can select a body part for examination, and (ii) which accepts medical data 
entered (or selected) by the user and automatically corresponds to medical coding system codes, 
as shown (at least) in Figs. 2-5 and discussed on Specification pages 12, lines 12-19; page 13, 
line 13 - page 14, line 1 1 and page 16, lines 2-22. Claims readable on the elected species 
include Claims 1-6, 11, 15-16, 18-21, 26-28, 30, 39-49, 53, 60, 66-68, 71-77, 82, 86-87, 89-92, 
97-102, 111-121, 124, 131, 134 and 137-141. 

Claims 12 and 13 are now amended to more properly depend from Claim 1 1 . Claim 56 
is now amended to more properly depend from Claim 53. Acceptance is respectfully requested. 

With respect to the drawings, it is noted that substitute formal drawings were filed on 
April 12, 2002. Although the Office Action Summary at hand states that the drawings filed 
February 7, 2002 are acceptable, Applicants request acknowledgment and acceptance of the 
substitute drawings of April 12, 2002. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, it is believed that all elected claims are in 
condition for further examination and such is respectfully requested. If the Examiner feels that a
